Hans Conried, last seen at Dennis two summers ago in ‘‘Take Her, She’s 
Mine,” returns next week beginning Monday, July 19, in “Absence of a 
Cello,’ one of the first hits of the 1964-65 Broadway season. Written by 
Ira Wallach, author of a number of books lampooning contemporary 
foibles, it describes the frantic efforts of a family of privacy-loving intel- 
lectuals to disguise themselves as a set of ardent groupers ... all this in 
order for the scientist head of the family to win an important job with a 
big corporation, The title refers to one of several conditions that the fam- 
ily of scholarly highbrows believe they must meet: Andrew Pilgrim has 
a cello, enjoys playing it as a hobby and to gain the “just folks” image 
stows the instrument away in a closet and brings out his rarely used tele- 
vision set. Since The Corporation likes to think that when they hire a 
man they hire his family as well, Hans Conried, as the cello-playing sci- 
entist, struggles to deliver the cliches of togetherness as if he believed in 
them. Fran Carlon portrays his wife with the shameful record of having 
written important scholarly books instead of heading up Boy Scout drives, 
and Ruth McDevitt recreates. her Broadway role as a dry-witted neighbor 
with the hilarious impulses to kleptomania and playing the horses.
